President 

Probably  no  other  owner  in  the  history  of  baseball  has 
spent  as  much  time,  effort  and  money  in  the  best  interests 
of  the  game  of  baseball,  in  general,  and  especially  in  the 
interest  of  building  the  Red  Sox  into  a  winning  club  and 
giving  New  England  fans  the  kind  of  a  club  their  loyal  sup¬ 
port  deserves,  as  Tom  Yawkey  has. 

Although  it’s  been  a  difficult,  and  at  times,  painful  en¬ 
deavor  in  recent  years  when  the  Red  Sox  fell  on  hard  days, 
there  is  good  reason  to  believe  that  in  1965,  some  of  the 
moves  Mr.  Yawkey  made  in  reorganizing  the  Red  Sox  five 
years  ago  are  about  to  pay  dividends. 

Again  this  year,  28  players  on  the  Red  Sox  roster  are 
products  of  the  reorganized  farm  system  and  veteran 
observers  in  spring  training  admitted  they  hadn’t  seen  such 
an  array  of  young  talent  on  one  club  in  a  long,  long  time. 
In  addition,  a  check  of  the  roster  reveals  that,  as  of  Janu¬ 
ary  1,  1965,  there  were  only  three  players  on  the  roster 
who  were  over  30  years  of  age,  and  the  average  age  of  the 
other  37  men  was  just  over  23  years.  All  of  which  bodes 
well  for  the  future  of  the  Red  Sox,  if  the  future  isn’t,  in 
fact,  right  now. 

Thomas  Austin  Yawkey  was  born  in  Detroit,  Feb.  21, 
1903.  His  foster-father,  William  H.  Yawkey,  the  famed 
industrialist,  was  president  and  owner  of  the  Detroit  Tigers 
in  Tom’s  earliest  years,  so  his  interest  in  baseball  started 
very  early  in  life.  And  with  a  star  studded  Tiger  team  to 
watch,  including  the  immortal  Ty  Cobb,  it  was  only  natural 
that  his  interest  in  the  game  deepened. 

At  Irving  School  and  later  at  Yale  University,  he  played 
baseball  himself,  and  even  today,  when  the  Red  Sox  are  on 
the  road,  he  plays  lively  games  of  “pepper”  almost  daily  at 
Fenway  Park. 

Red  Sox  fortunes  were  at  a  particularly  low  ebb  when 
he  purchased  the  team  in  1933  and  he  immediately  set 
about  the  task  of  rebuilding  the  team  into  a  winner  and 
converting  Fenway  Park  into  what  it  is  today,  one  of  the 
most  beautiful,  most  comfortable  and  best  kept  parks  in 
the  nation. 

Soon  after  he  bought  the  club,  such  stars  as  Jimmy  Foxx, 
Lefty  Grove  and  Joe  Cronin  donned  Red  Sox  flannels  and 
in  a  few  years  the  Red  Sox  became  a  perennial  challenger 
to  the  Yankees.  The  high  point  came  in  1946  when  the  Red 
Sox  were  the  American  League  champions  and  continued 
into  the  early  1950's  when  the  club  was  never  worse  than 
third  in  the  league.  Although  there  have  been  many  dis¬ 
appointments  since,  the  wealth  of  young  talent  the  Red  Sox 


now  possess  seems  to  indicate  the  pendulum  is  about  to 
swing  back. 

Almost  every  year  recently  has  signalled  the  arrival  of  a 
new  star  .  .  .  Bill  Monbouquette,  Carl  Yastrzemski,  Dick 
Radatz  and  Tony  Conigliaro  have  all  arrived  in  the  past 
few  years  and  this  year  there  are  several  candidates  for 
stardom. 

Despite  the  disappointments,  his  interest  in  the  Red  Sox 
has  never  lagged.  Through  the  winter  months  he  is  in  con¬ 
stant  touch  with  Fenway  Park  from  his  home  in  George¬ 
town,  South  Carolina.  He  keeps  information  about  the 
entire  Red  Sox  organization  at  his  fingertips,  and  during  the 
season  he’s  a  familiar  figure  at  Fenway  Park  watching  each 
game  intently.  When  the  team  is  on  the  road,  he  never 
misses  a  broadcast  or  telecast. 

In  his  capacity  as  Vice-President  of  the  American  League 
he  has  taken  a  leading  role  in  all  the  major  changes  in  base¬ 
ball  of  recent  years  and  presently  he  is  one  of  the  leading 
lights  on  committees  which  will  select  the  new  commis¬ 
sioner  of  baseball.  His  decisions  on  key  committees  have 
always  been  made  in  the  best  interests  of  the  game  as  a 
whole,  and  never  necessarily  what  might  have  been  selfishly 
best  for  his  own  Boston  Red  Sox. 

That  dedication  to  the  game  has  earned  him  the  respect 
and  admiration  of  all  in  the  game,  and  despite  the  intense 
competition  in  professional  baseball,  there  isn’t  a  man  asso¬ 
ciated  in  the  sport  who  doesn’t  wish  that  Tom  Yawkey  will 
soon  have  another  pennant  winner. 

Aside  from  baseball,  as  President  of  the  famed  “Jimmy 
Fund”  of  Boston,  the  popular  name  for  the  Children’s 
Cancer  Research  Foundation,  he  has  been  a  leader  in  the 
fight  against  cancer  in  little  children  and  takes  an  active 
part  annually  in  the  “Jimmy  Fund”  crusade.

His  trade  of  Don  Bud- 
din  for  Eddie  Bressoud  must  rank  with  the  best  of  all  time, 
and  even  though  Dick  Stuart  is  no  longer  with  the  Red  §ox, 
after  being  acquired  by  Mike  Higgip,  he  gave  the  Red  Sox 
two  of  his  best  years  in  baseball/  and  Jack  Lamah 
quired  along  with  Stuart,  is  still /One  of 
the  Red  Sox  bullpen.

“Pinky"  Higgins,  he  became  one  of 
basemen  and  most  feared  hitters. 

His  first  association  with  the  Red  Sox  came  in  1937 
when  he  was  traded  to  Boston.  After  two  good  seasons,  he 
was  swapped  to  the  Detroit  Tigers  where  he  remained  until 
1945.  After  spending  that  year  in  the  U.  S.  Navy,  he  came 
back  to  Boston  and  helped  the  Red  Sox  win  the  1946 
American  League  pennant. 

Mike  Higgins  became  a  manager  in  the  Red  Sox  farm 
system  the  following  year,  and  gradually  worked  his  way 
up  the  ladder  until  he  took  over  the  Red  Sox  in  Fenway 
Park  in  1955.  That  year  he  was  named  “Manager  of  the 
Year”  in  the  American  League  when  he  brought  the  club 
home  a  solid  fourth.  All  told,  in  15  years  of  managing,  his 
clubs  finished  out  of  the  first  division  only  four  times.

He 
graduated  from  Boston  College  in  1937,  and  received  his 
Master’s  Degree  there  in  1938.  After  playing  both  baseball 
and  football  at  Winthrop  High  and  Boston  College,  he  be¬ 
came  a  teacher-coach  before  entering  the  U.  S.  Navy  in 
1942. 

As  an  officer  in  Naval  Intelligence  in  the  Pacific  Area, 
he  played  a  vital  part  in  the  planning  of  all  Pacific  invasions 
from  1943  to  1945. 

In  recent  years,  he  has  taken  an  active  part  in  several 
major  league  committees  dealing  with  the  many  complex 
problems  which  baseball  has  faced  and  is  facing  in  an 
expansion  period.

He  served  as  a  Lieutenant-Com¬ 
mander  in  the  Navy  during  World  War  II  arid  now  handles  many  of  the  complicated  legal  and 
financial  affairs  connected  ^ith  a  moderp  major  league  baseball  operation.

There’s  an  axiom  in  modern  day  baseball — to  prog¬ 
ress  you  must  develop  young  players — and  the  present, 
fine  crop  of  Red  Sox  youngsters  are  a  tribute  to  the 
telligent  planning  which  Red  Sox  Farm  Director  Neil 
Mahoney  has  applied  to  his  job  since  his  appointment  / 
in  September,  1960. 

Ably  assisted  by  former  Boston  College  star,  Ed  Ken¬ 
ney,  under  Neil  Mahoney  the  farm  system  was  reor¬ 
ganized  .  .  .  the  entire  scouting  system  was  revamped 
.  .  .  players  within  the  system  were  more  carefully 
screened  .  .  .  efforts  were  made  to  improve  the  selec¬ 
tion  of  youngsters  throughout  the  country  who  might 
be  future  stars  for  the  Red  Sox  at  Fenway  Park  .  .  . 
better  liaison  was  created  between  scouts  and  minor 
league  managers  with  the  front  office  in  Boston,  etc.

oriied','has  been  paid  byj  ofher  clubs  which  have 
fted  some  1 6  players  fr^Qft  the  Red  Sox  under  the 
year  draft  during  the  past  two  winter  meetings. 

Currently,  no  less  than  28  players  on  the  Red  Sox 
official  40  man  roster,  are  products  of  the  Red  Sox  farm 
system  and  almost  every  recent  year  has  produced  a 
star  of  the  future.  In  1965,  there  are  many  candidates 
to  join  such  recent  stars  as  Carl  Yastrzemski,  Dick 
Radatz,  Dave  Morehead  and  Tony  Conigliaro  ...  to 
name  a  few  .  .  .  Bob  Guindon,  Tony  Horton,  Rico 
Petrocelli,  Dalton  Jones,  Jim  Lonborg,  Jerry  Stephen¬ 
son,  Gerry  Vezendy,  Mike  Ryan  ...  all  of  whom  are 
approaching  stardom  and  of  course  helping  the  Red 
Sox  achieve  first  division  recognition  in  the  American 
League. 

During  the  last  winter  months,  the  Red  Sox  farm 
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system  was  changed  and  brought  closer  to  home  with 
the  transfer  of  the  Seattle  franchise  in  the  Pacific  Coast 
League  to  Toronto  of  the  International  League,  and  the 
Reading  franchise  of  the  Eastern  League  to  Pittsfield, 
Mass.  Both  moves  are  calculated  to  provide  more  effi¬ 
cient  and  more  economical  operations  for  the  parent 
Red  Sox  team. 

The  29  scouts  listed  here  who  scour  the  country  for 
future  Red  Sox  stars,  with  their  wealth  of  baseball  ex¬ 
perience,  have  been  thoroughly  indoctrinated  in  the 
workings  of  the  new  “free  agent”  draft  rules  to  help 
provide  youngsters  with  the  opportunities  to  wear  Red 
Sox  flannels  in  Fenway  Park  with  the  major  league  club 
as  soon  as  possible. 


A  check  of  the  list  of  scouts  will  reveal  some  of  the 
brightest  names  of  the  past  in  baseball,  both  with  the 
Red  Sox  and  other  clubs,  a  list  of  men  who  know  base¬ 
ball  and  know  what  it  takes  to  become  a  major  leaguer. 
The  young  man  who  signs  with  the  Red  Sox  can  count 
on  help  from  former  stars  like  Ted  Williams  and  Bobby 
Doerr  for  example  to  speed  him  on  his  way.  Both  men 
are  familiar  figures  in  Red  Sox  training  camps,  both 
major  and  minor,  in  the  Spring. 

Here,  then,  in  the  Red  Sox  Farm  System,  lies  the 
key  to  the  Red  Sox  future  and  the  key  apparently  is  in 
very  good  hands.

The  Manager 


Billy  Herman 


When  it  was  decided  to  replace  Johnny  Pesky  as  manager 
of  the  Red  Sox  late  in  September,  1964,  the  only  logical 
choice  was  the  former  great  National  League  second  baseman, 
Billy  Herman. 

He  had  served  as  third  base  coach  for  the  Red  Sox  under 
Billy  Jurges,  Mike  Higgins  and  Pesky  and  knew  thoroughly 
the  Red  Sox  personnel  and  what  the  problems  were.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  he  brought  to  the  job  almost  forty  years  of  experience 
as  a  standout  player,  manager  and  coach. 

Bill  Herman  is  the  first  to  admit  that  he  made  mistakes 
when  he  first  became  a  manager  with  the  Pittsburgh  Pirates 
in  1947,  but  all  observers  at  the  Red  Sox  spring  training  camp 
of  1965  agreed  that  he  had  profited  greatly  from  any  earlier 
mistakes  he  might  have  made,  and  also  he  brought  to  his  new 
job  of  moving  the  Red  Sox  up  the  standings  a  wealth  of  ex¬ 
perience  and  observation  of  other  managers  as  a  major  league 
coach  since  1952. 

Billy  Herman  was  born  in  New  Albany,  Indiana  on  July 
7,  1909.  He  broke  into  organized  baseball  with  Vicksburg  of 
the  Cotton  State  League  in  1928,  and  came  up  to  the  major 
leagues  with  the  Chicago  Cubs  in  1931.  With  the  Cubs  and 
later  with  the  Dodgers  he  was  the  National  League  All  Star 
second  baseman  annually,  as  an  integral  part  of  a  great  in¬ 
field  which  had  Charlie  Grimm  at  first  base,  Billy  Jurges  at 
shortstop  and  Stan  Hack  at  third  base.  In  10  plus  years  in 
Chicago,  before  being  traded  to  the  Brooklyn  Dodgers  in 
May,  1941,  he  failed  to  hit  .300  only  three  times  and  he  held 
that  All  Star  second  base  position  with  the  National  League 
from  1934  through  1943. 

After  military  service  he  was  traded  to  the  Boston  Braves 
in  June,  1946,  and  at  the  end  of  that  season  he  was  traded  to 
the  Pirates,  where  he  finished  his  major  league  playing  career 
as  player-manager  in  1947. 

In  addition  to  his  10  All  Star  appearances  when  he  com¬ 
piled  a  composite  .433  batting  average,  he  appeared  in  four 
World  Series,  with  the  Cubs  in  1932,  1935  and  1938  and 
with  the  Brooklyn  Dodgers  in  1941. 

In  1952,  he  became  a  major  league  coach  with  the  Dodgers. 
He  held  the  post  as  their  third  base  coach  through  1957, 
worked  for  the  Milwaukee  Braves  for  the  1958  and  1959 
seasons,  before  joining  the  Red  Sox  as  third  base  coach  in 
1960.  He  has  consistently  been  ranked  among  the  finest  third 
base  coaches  in  the  game. 

An  outstanding  golf  and  bridge  player,  he  is  married  to 
the  former  Frances  Ann  Antonucci.

Broke  into  organized  baseball  after  three  years  at  the  University 
of  Iowa  in  1930,  and  came  to  the  major  leagues  with  the  Pittsburgh  Pirates  in  1935.  In  10 
major  league  seasons  with  the  Pirates,  the  Brooklyn  Dodgers  and  the  Rbd  Sox  he  had  a  76-57 
record.  Originally  joined  the  Red  Sox  organization  §s^a  pitcher  in  1942,  ahd  finished  his  active 
career  with  the  Red  Sox  championship  team  of  T'946,  when  he  had  a  3-1  record  in  18  relief 
appearances.

He  was  originally  a  pitcher  when  he  signed  with  the  St.  Louis  Cardinals  upon 
graduating  from  high  school  in  1954.  He  switched  to  the  outfield  with  Rochester 
in  the  Cardinals  organization  and  was  traded  to  Cleveland  in  1958.  Very  likely 
the  fastest  man  on  the  Red  Sox,  his  speed  and  surprising  power  will  be  welcome.

Highlights  of  his  career 
include  a  no-hitter  against  the  Chicago  White  Sox  in  1962,  with  only  a 
second  inning  walk  to  A1  Smith  marring  an  otherwise  perfect  game.  In 
1961,  he  set  a  new  Red  Sox  all-time  record  and  a  new  American  League 
night  game  record  with  17  strikeouts  against  Washington. 

He  had  starred  in  both  baseball  and  hockey  at  Medford  High  School 
before  signing.  An  off-season  insurance  salesman,  he  is  married  to  the 
former  Patricia  Overton.

The  Boston  Press 

New  England  baseball  fans  are  undoubtedly  the  best  informed  in  the  nation,  especially  about  the  Boston  Red  Sox, 
because  no  other  baseball  team  is  covered  more  intensively  by  the  press  than  the  Red  Sox  throughout  the  year. 

The  Fenway  Park  press  box  is  always  one  of  the  busiest  spots  in  the  American  League,  with  anywhere  from  two 
to  five  men  from  all  papers  in  the  area  covering  each  Red  Sox  home  game,  and  every  paper  being  represented  at  least 
by  one  man  on  road  trips. 

For  many  writers  the  Red  Sox  assignment  is  a  year  round  job.  They  follow  the  club  to  spring  training,  travel  with 
the  team  during  the  season,  track  trade  rumors  at  the  World  Series  and  are  on  hand  at  minor  and  major  league  mid¬ 
winter  meetings. 

As  a  result,  the  Boston  Chapter  of  the  Baseball  Writers  Association  of  America  has  become  one  of  the  largest  such 
chapters  in  the  nation,  and  annually  they  produce  one  of  the  highlight  baseball  banquets  of  the  country  in  January.  Lin 
Raymond  of  the  Quincy  Patriot-Ledger  is  the  current  chairman  of  the  Boston  chapter.  The  entire  membership:

Another  reason  New  England  baseball  fans  are  among  the  best  in¬ 
formed  in  the  nation  has  been  the  continued  high  quality  of  the  Red 
Sox  broadcasts  and  telecasts  directed  for  the  past  13  years  by  Curt 
Gowdy. 

Wyoming  born  Gowdy  has  definitely  established  himself  as  the  na¬ 
tion’s  most  versatile  sportscaster.  He  has  achieved  national  fame  for 
his  work  in  World  Series  and  All  Star  games  in  baseball,  for  his  work 
in  college  football  and  the  American  Football  League  telecasts,  his 
basketball  work  in  pro  and  college  ranks  through  the  years,  and  the 
continued  excellence  of  his  descriptions  of  almost  every  sport  on  the 
American  Broadcasting  System’s  “Wide  World  of  Sports”  including 
the  last  Winter  Olympics  from  Innsbruck. 

He  was  an  outstanding  basketball  player  during  his  college  days  at 
the  University  of  Wyoming.  He  jumped  from  broadcasting  in  Chey¬ 
enne,  Wyoming  to  Oklahoma  City,  where  he  aired  the  Texas  League 
games,  before  he  joined  the  New  York  Yankees  staff  with  Mel  Allen 
in  1949.  Two  years  later,  he  was  appointed  number  one  announcer 
with  the  Red  Sox  and  has  been  in  New  England  ever  since.  He  lives 
in  Wellesley  Hills,  Mass. 


Ned  Martin  returns  for  his  fifth  season  of  broadcasting  and  telecasting 
behind  the  Red  Sox  network  microphones.  During  the  past  four  years 
he  has  gained  many  New  England  fans  for  his  accurate,  straight¬ 
forward  reporting. 

A  Pennsylvania  native,  and  a  World  War  II  Marine  veteran,  Martin 
graduated  from  Duke  University.  At  Duke,  he  played  varsity  baseball 
and  was  an  outstanding  swimmer.  He  worked  in  the  advertising  and 
magazine  businesses,  prior  to  entering  the  radio  field  several  years  ago. 
He  had  worked  the  Charleston  Senators  games  in  West  Virginia  for 
three  years,  before  winning  the  auditions  to  come  to  the  Red  Sox  three 
years  ago.  His  football  work  with.  Boston  University  and  most  recently 
doing  the  play-by-play  of  Yale’s  football  games  for  the  past  two  seasons 
has  increased  his  reputation  in  the  six  state  region.  He  lives  in  Wellesley, 
Mass. 


The  winningest  lefthander  in  Red  Sox  history  returns  to  Fenway  Park  in  1965  in 
the  broadcasting  booth,  and  all  signs  point  to  the  fact  that  he  will  be  just  as  popular  as 
a  broadcaster  and  telecaster  as  he  was  when  he  won  a  total  of  123  games  with  the  Red 
Sox. 

Mel  Parnell  has  a  background  for  his  new  position  that  can  be  matched  by  very 
few  in  the  broadcasting  field.  From  1947  through  1956,  despite  several  injuries,  he  com¬ 
piled  a  record  of  123  wins,  only  75  losses,  including  a  couple  of  20  game  winning 
seasons  and  a  no-hitter  in  his  final  year  of  1956. 

After  retiring  from  baseball  in  June,  1957,  he  served  at  various  times  as  coach 
of  Tulane  University,  manager  and  general  Manager  of  the  New  Orleans  Pelicans,  and 
in  1961  he  rejoined  the  Red  Sox  as  minor  league  manager.  He  managed  successfully  at 
Alpine,  Texas,  York,  Pennsylvania  and  Seattle  for  the  Red  Sox,  before  becoming  a 
fulltime  scout  in  the  Southeast  last  year.  As  a  manager  he  directed  many  of  today’s 
promising  Red  Sox  youngsters. 

Although  a  beginner  in  radio-TV  ranks,  his  pleasing  voice  and  personality  are  sure 
to  make  him  a  hit  with  Red  Sox  fans.
